Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicant claims synchronous I/O, however, Examiner points out 
that there is synchronous I/O activity in Petivan et al. as well. Further, the claimed "I/O subsystem" is a broader term 
than the referenced "I/O controller". Examiner suggested more thoroughly claiming the I/O sybsystem with respect to 
synchronicity. 

Applicant claims a communications link which corresponds with elements 166 and 166' of figure 8 that can 
communicate with local and remote I/O subsystems. Examiner indicated "the communications link" is not very 
descriptive. Examiner suggested more thoroughly claiming elements of the communications link and their 
interconnection. 

Examiner inquired what the application teaches beyond the concept of lockstepping. One possible avenue indicated is 
that there are processor checks indicating processor state (e.g., if the processor is down) sent between the I/O 
subsystems.. 
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
